Gentlemen:—Your committee ap- 


pointed at a tonncr session of this 
nv cling to enquire and repmt Ihe 
amount of all bills and claims in the 
hnnds of the city auditor, 01 other- 
wise outstanding against the several 
dt parlmcnts ol the city govoaiment, 
whose appropriations for the present 
fiscal year have been exhausted and 
exceeded, etc., etc., have attended to 
the duty assigned them so far as the 
limited time and the means of obtain- 
ir>S the facts would permit, and beg 
to offer the following: 


We find the appropriations on ac- 


count ot ''School Houses" to have 
been exceeded by bills already in the 
hands of the auditor by the sum of 
$2.302.oC. A detailed statement of 
each mdh idual claim, by whom it is 
made, by •whose order or authority 
the same was contracted, as far as 
can be discovered, the date thereof, 
and -whether for labor or material, 
etc., the said claims arc rendered, is 
herewith annexed. 


A summary of this detailed state- 


ment 
of bills chaiged to the ac- 


count of School Houses and contract- 
ed in violation of the Public Statvte 
and of a city ordinance—contained in 
the last appropriation bill itsek—is as 
follows:

Of the six members of tho joint 


committee on school houses, five of 
them disclaim any knowledge of the 
contraction or authorization of twen- 
ty-eight of the said bills. 


Since the examination, of the said 


thirty bills, your committee 
have 


:>cen notified% by the auditor that all 
of them have since been approved by 
he chairman of said school house 
committee, who thei'eby assumes the 
responsibility for- their legal exist- 
ence. 


All of the above bills have been 


contracted in defiance of existing law, 
as per the opinion of the city solicitor 
rendered at the last session ot this 
meeting,, or others, perhaps of a far 
more doubtful character have been 
first approved and given a precedence 
in payment. The sum total is the min- 
imum of illegally contracted indebted- 
ness in this Department.

Yet it was undoubtedly an obligation 
and a duty of the overseers to have 
Irst attempted to convince the city 
councils of the necessity ior further 
Cunds befpre creating a cent of indebt- 
3dness beyond the amount granted 
and appropriated to their use. 


The said claims in this 'department, 


unlike the generality of those against 
"schoolhou&es" and ' contingent," are 
almost without exception beyond crit- 
icism so far as relates to the proper 
renuenng and accoui ting thereof; by 
whom rendered; date of bill; delivery 
of goods or payments; by whose or- 
der and the amounts, and in favor of 
whom, and to whom the articles were 
delivered, are upon tho face or baolc 
of nearly every bill.

town of Marlborough, Conn., the othei 


<1 iy. a curious discovery was made 
between tho partitions and surroxmd- 
ed by the huge timbers used in tne 
constitution of farm houses in the old 
en <da>s was a hen's nest and in it 
four perlect hen's eggs very, very 
brown with age, but not cracked oi 
broken in the least. 


By shaking them a faint rattle 


could be heard on the inside showing 
that the contents had dried up in a 
veiy small mass. According to the 
oldest inhabitants the 
house 
was 


erected t\vo hundred jcars ago, and 
as no alterations or repairs were ever 
made at this patlicular spot, judging 
from the condition of the timbers, 
plank and hand-wiou^ht iron , nails 
iKi'.'d, it is argued that the nest and 
eggs mutt ha\c been there ever since 
the house was built. 


The theory Is that during the pro 


cess of construction, biddy entered be- 
tween the partitions, laid her little 
clutch and was debarred from com 
pleting her maternal plans—that of 
laying a full number of eggs and rear- 
ing a brood of chicks—by the (act 
that her nest was boarded in. The 
timbers were so heavy and the plank- 
ing so thick that no rats or mice 
could enter, so hero the eggs re- 
mained, their mission unfulfilled. The 
nest and eggs arc now in the posses- 
sion of Henry Lord.

cure more applicable than in the care of 
the eyes. For tho neglect of seemingly 
trivial affections, perfectly curable 'in 
their beginnings, may lead in no Incredi- 
bly short time to permanent impairment 
Of vision or even to total blindness. The 
care of thc cyea should begin with the 
moment of birth. Thu oew baby'» cyca 
n lieu Id be the first part to receive atten- 
tion. They should be wiped carefully with 
a piece of absorbent cotton wet with 
a warm solutldn 'of boric acid of n 
strength of about CO grains in four ounces 
of distilled water. After the lids nnve 
been thus carufully washed «n tbe outside 
they should be gently separated and aouie 
of tbe solntlou dropped into the eyea. 


In washing the eyes one nhonld be care- 


ful never,to dip ngaln In tb« solution a 
piece of cotton which ban once been used. 
A tWtih piece must ¥e taken each time 
tbe cyct are wiped.

Take time to sympathize with citizens 


of sister nations and of our own as well, 
whom the fortunes of war may have be- 
reft.

In social -walks of life one is almost 


daily confronted with seekers after em- 
ployment. Particularly is the fact notice- 
ahle hy women among •women in this 
time, when so muny of the gentler sex 
are forced to earn their own living. On 
the other hand, statements in print, as 
well as verbal, call attention to the fact 
that there are not enough capable people 
for tho positions requiring capahility of 
their respective kinds, and that there is 
"room at the top." 
In other words, the 


latter asseition points to the fact that 
skilled labor, not to say bpcciaK»m, in 
every department of worK" is one of the 
most essential qualifications of success iu 
gainful occupations. 
i>' 


Unfortunately women nearing middle 


age or older who find themselves sudden- 
ly cast adrift upon their own resources 
have not the training which commands 
a place and a price in this scientific pe- 
riod. The conditions of their early life 
in al! likelihood did not tend to afford 
training along any particular line. Two 
generations ago, perhaps, there were 
skilled needlewomen and women who 
could spin yarn und weave fabrics and 
knit their own stockings, all of which 
wore feminine accomplishments quite as 
laudable in their time as a knowledge of 
stenography 
and 
double entry 
book- 


keeping or the acquisition of a degree of 
B. S. or A. SI., by which one may earn 
her bread nnd butter. 


To account for the changes reasons arc 


a-pleuti, while cold facts exibt. In the 
lir.st place, weaving, spinning and other 
domestic occupations have gone into fac- 
tories. In the second place, a considera- 
tion to be viewed carefully iu looking at 
the industrial conditions today is this: 
Parents half a. century ago worked hard 
for that share of this world's goods 
which they accumulated in America, and 
they felt th:tt their children should be 
spared as much or all of the drudgery o£ 
lile, and should live in ease and luxury 
if possible. 


Apropos, of the above, the following, 


ti'ken from the current number of The 
Queen, is of interest: 


"Everybody alhruis that training is the 


pai»s>\\ord to the good places of life; no- 
body quite believes it. because the state- 
ment is made so often. Yet, neverthe- 
less, it is true. Only each of us must 
rediscover the truth for herself. Ilc- 
cently, •ftith an extremely open mind 
aud certain materials before me, I sot 
out to inquire why .1 particular set of 
women had bad difficulty in obtaining 
woi k. They were women who during a 
certain three months had called nt the- 
central bureau for the employment of 
women intending to have their names 
entered upon the rogibtur as candidates 
for immediate employment. The secre- 
tary, who fiom abundant experience of 
women workers knows almost at once 
the kind of applicant for whom she is 
likely to be able to secure an engage- 
ment, found herself obliged to decline 
the registration fees \\hich these appli- 
cants would have paid, though to each 
she gave some suggestitffl or piece of 
advice which, if taken, might load to 
ultimate registration and an engagement. 
There wore during the three mouths al- 
luded to 238 of these unregistcrablu 
womon in all. 


"Tlie 
curiosity," 
snys Jlie 
author, 


"which I always foci about the human 
story, mingled with the hope oC fiiiuins 
some now ^al•iant of it, led me to inqnht 
with some eagerness into tho causes 
which had prevented these particular 
applicants for work from attaining tho 
object ot their debire, or. at least, of 
their ostensible desire. I brought to this 
investigation, as 1 have said, au opeu 
mind, though if I permitted myself any 
wish in the matter it was that 1 might 
discover some less hackneyed icasoa 
than want of training for the compara- 
tive failures 1 was about to analyze. 
Turning to the records of these 238. I 
found that in several cases there had 
been more than one reason why an in- 
dividual had been judged ineligible for 
employment. 


"In more than a third of the total 


number 
of cases under consideration 


want of training was quite clearly the 
real hindrance to employment. Xlmt ilie 
work sought by these untrained women 
was in many instances extremely indefi- 
nite did not help matters, there being at 
the present time little demand for vague 
service. Forty-two of the untrained did 
not know what they wanted to <3o or 
to be. The others stated that they 
wished to act as secretaries, housekeep- 
ers, companions, matrons, nursery gov- 
ernesses and special teachers, dispensers 
or to do needlework, charitable, artistic 
or domestic work. In short, all those, 
with the exception of the would be cham- 
pions, aspired to do work for which spe- 
cially cultivated qualifications are neces- 
sary, not having developed their abilities 
at all in the required directions, for house- 
ioopers, matrons, nursery governesses, 
charitable workers, 
domestic 
workers 


nnd the rest are wanted, only they must 
be workers of specific and well defined 
classes. It may be pointed out that such 
other difficulties as those arising from 
tamily or financial circumstances or from 
indefinite occupations are only really 'the 
training difficulty in another gnisc, and 
I should be bound to admit that such is 
tbe case. And those who are inefficient 
relatively to employment selected, though 
they may not be untrained or unedu- 
cated, have obviously not been prepared 
in tbe right way for the occupations 
which they ha\e wished to follow." 


There cannot then be much doubt that 


want of adequate training ia a very grave 
hindrance to a large number of women 
in their search for employment, muce 
•tich figures quoted from the record* of 
a single employment society could cer- 
tainly be matched or surpassed by many 
other registries and labor bureaus- 
Brooklyn, Eggl*.

about five minutes. Especially is this to 
)e advocated if tbe feet arc nt all cold. 


\Vhen the Ceot arc tired, a salt water 


footbath is excellent for resting them. 


For feet that perspire unpleasantly 


water containing a little hoi as will be 
!ound excellent, and after a thorough dry- 
ng and an nleohol rub the feet should be 
well powdered with a good boractc ncid 
talcum powder^ A little of this powder 
should also be sprinkled about: the soles 
of both shoes and stockings.- 


Corns are, fortunately, infirmities which 


cnn be removed. If the corn is n new 
formation, pumice stone rubbed on It or 
on nny other callous flesh, will remove it. 
If, however, it is of long standing nml 
tender, make a poultice of soft bread and 
vinegar (let the bread soak In the vine- 
gar for about an hour) and apply it at 
night to the corn; in tbe morning soak 
tbe foot in (tood warm water for about 
(en minutes and the corn will be cosy to 
remove.

Two colors of similar disposition when 


grouped, such, as orange and scarlet, 
crimson and crimson brown, or orange 
and orange brown, form a harmony of 
analogy. 


As a rule harmonics of contrast arr' 


most effective, being brilliant nnd decis- 
ive, while harmonies of analogy arc quiet. 


These two simple rules will decide you: 


1. When a color is selected that I» favor- 
able to tbe complexion, it is best to asso- 
ciate with it tints which will harmonize 
by-analogy, since a contrast would di- 
minish the favorable effect. 2. When n 
color is employed which is Injurious to 
the complexion, contrasting colors must 
be associated with it. as they will neu- 
tralize the objectionable influence. 


Take a green tbat suits a blond; 


shades a bit lighter and darker of the 
same green will enhance tbe effect; thnt's 
the first rule. Rule No. 2 may be proved 
by the violet, which is unbecoming to n 
brunette, but which becomes agreeable if 
yellow or orange Is added.
